I ave the honor to report for the informa. 
tion of the Resident that as I approached the Village 
of the Wakhud, where I was to encainp on the 16th 
instant, I received a hurriedly writton note from Cap- 

an Commissioner, who wan at 
the ersoad, informing ne that a large body 
of Araby anid Rohillay had just entered the place and 
wore plundering it. 

Teontinned my march, and proceeded at, a sharp 
trot to Resaoad, about 7 miles distant, and met Captain 
Campbell, who informed mo that he had been plunder- 
ed of every thing he had, and narrowly escaped with 
his life, and that several of the inhabitante had been 
killed, ‘and the insurgents had gone off about half an 
hour before my arrival with all the property they bad 
plundered, laden upon camels, tattoos, and bullocks, 

On ascrtaining thet they had taken the direction of 
the Jintoor Road, I dirocted Captain Clogstoun with his 
squadron of 2nd Cavalry to pursue in one direction, 
and Captain Nightingale, Commanding ard 
Cavalry, to follow. 
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On my arrival at the Village of Chichu 
8 miles off, with the Troop of Her Majesty's 12th 
Lancers and 4 guns of the Troop ot Horse Artillery. 
T found that Captain Clogstonn had arrived firwt, wid 
had pressed the insurgonta xo hard with about 250 of 
‘his men who were all that, were up with him at the 
time, that he was compelled to hazard many gallant 
men in a greatly unequul contest with ne 
the Rebels, which he did in u most gallant 
a0 determined was the attack that the insur r 
fotceil to scck for shelter in the villuge, throwing their 
plunder in every direction. It was not however before

On urrival of the 8rd Infantry, T 
made arrangoments for assaulting the village, tur 
though it was only a weak wing, and only 110 men 
were available fur dity, it wax necessary ‘to dislodge 
the insurgents without delay, who were in a small die 
lapidated Ghurree with an open front, ap us to prevent 
tiivir escaping at night. 

As somg seattered houxes lay around which must be 
ed before cntering the 
Kinnon was the only Kurop 
L determined to Command it mywe! 
the assault would prove unsuccessful if he was diss 
abled and any check should prevent a rush into the 
Ghurree. 

"Phe party advanced with skirmishers, empported by 
the Horse Artillery G-ponder on the flanks, and on 
toring the village a fow men fell on nearing the G 
ree th hocane heavier, when Capta 
non fell wounded ; inmediutely alter 
gale Major Captain Hoseason was dangerously 
ed, and auy own Orderly was shot dead by my’ side, 

‘My utmost endeavors now completel in ung: 
ing {hw anen to follow me and by a dash gain posses- 
sion of the Glurree, and finding that many men 
crowded round their disabled Commander to carry him, 
off, which left ime quite wisupported, no alternative 
was Ioft me Imt to bring the remaining men out again, 
which T did under a heavy fire. 

My object was now directed to prevent the Rebels 
from escaping during the night, as T was informed by 
a privoner that the party consisted of 200 Rohillus, 70 
Arabs and 70 Diickanocs under the Command of Haji 
Alli, an Arab Chief, 


I visited the Cavalry pickets for this purpose, and 
gave directions that just before sunset the Cavalry 
Tine of posts should Le withdrawn, wa if with the i= 
tention of joining the Camp at some distance off to 
deecive the Garrison, but that ax goon us it. became 
dark, they were to fake up their old position and to 
be vigilunt dgring the night 

Between 10 and 11 o'clock that night with a 
Dright moon shining, the Rebels commenced their 
march across the plain in a ‘compact body, and first 
Irought the pickets of the 2nd Cavulry into action, 
whieh was subsequontly joined by the 3rd Cavalry, 
and the Rebels when in full retreat kept up acon. 
tinuous heavy firing upon the Cavalry, which caused 
us much logs ; the Rebels, however, had upwards of 
100 of their number cut up and speared, 

Aa it was entircly an affair of pickets, I beg to for 
ward a xeparate Report from Captains Clogstoun and 
Nightingale, minutely detailing the part each Regi- 
mont took on thia very gallant occasion. Gp sovere an

1 should however fail in my duty were T not to 
notice, in a more prominent manner, the good fortune 
which Jed to Captain Clogstoun's conspicuous gallan 

try on being the first to reach Chichumba and sue 
ecusfully to cheek the further ret of the Rehels, 
and by his rapid pursuit compelled them to enter 
Chichumba aud abandon their plunder on the mone 
ing of our arrival 

‘Phe ptrsonal encounter which Captain Clogstrn 
had with the Rebels, which led to this fortinate re- 
sult was obtained however at the loss of 7 ont of 8 
men who charged with him. Captain Clogstoun waa 
hiinself wounded by a musket ball, and was nearly 
knocked off trom his hors by a blow from a musket, 
while at the some time his horse was wounded under 
hin, 

‘This individual act of personal bravery is beyout 
praise, 

I cannot speak too highly of the manner in which 
both Officers and men of the Foree performed most 
arduous and fatiguing duties, who, having marched 
a distance of 36 miles, were actually employed during 
the remainder of the day and the whole night without 
intermission, with the exeeption of w short interval 
when relieved for procuriny food. 

Dr, Mackenzie, the Senior Staff Surgeon, 
Medical Officer under hin were mort acti 
discharge of their duties, and they were unremitting 
in their attention to the wounded. ‘ 

Captain Toseason, my Brigade Major, was most 
active during the whole of the day to the time he war 
dangerously wounded nt the assault upon Chiehun- 
ha, and while he was carrying my orders, Hix horee 
also was shot in two placcs.

mation of Brigadier Hill, Commanding the Hydera- 
had Contingent and Berar Field Foreo, that on ap- 
srotching the village of Russoad on the 15th instant, 
Virosis 
tion on the right. A Native there told me that the 
Enemy had marehed on the road immediately in my 
rear, and feeling convinced thet the same_infonnation 
would reach the Brigadier in Rustad from whence 
the Enemy had retreated, I instautly pursued in the 
ditvetion indicated. A hard gallop of G or 7 miles 
broughtme up with the Rebel Foree, which was at the 
time passing by the village of Chichumba. ‘The pace 
at which T had advanced caused but faw nen to 10 
but considering that it was my duty to delay as muc 
as possible the further retreat of the whieh 
would have taken them to ground favorable for their 
escape, Tat once attacked them and succeeded in 
ing them to take to the village and enclosures 
it. T regret to state that in this affair IT hod 
four killed and three wounded out of the eight who 
charged with me,

™* rarayn tho honor to forward for the infor. 
mation of Brigudior Hill, Commanding Berar Field 
Foree, the following detail of such operations yester- 
day as immediately concerned the Regiment” under 
amy Command. We marched from Chundur at half past 
‘A. x, to Wakhud, a distance of 20 miles, and on arri- 
val there information having come in from Captain 
Iyie Campbell, thut a lange body of Rebels were at 
Reasoad and were then plundering the town, we re- 
ceived orders to push on, We accordingly proceeded 
at.a gallop to Ressoad 12 miles, where in obedience to 
orders previously received from the Brigadier, I pro- 
ceeded to the Northward of tho Town to cut’ off the 
retreat of the Enemy in thut direction. Woe wero 
taking up our ground, when an orderly came up to 
tell us that the Rebels hud left and wero marching 
towards Chichumba, 7 miles further on. I immedi- 
ately followed in the track of the 2nd Cavalry, which 
having been detailed to take the right of Reseoad had 
considerable start of us. After a gallop of 6 or 7 
les over @ very “strong rond we came in sight of 
Chichumba ond perceived that the Ghurree and 
Nallah leading from it wore occupied; on our ap- 
h we found ourselves under a rather heavy fire 

from the Rebels who had lined the Nullah leading 
from the village and which Nullah afforded the Enemy 
excellent cover, being overshadowed by manses of 
‘troos und thick “bushes. Captain Clogstoun informed 
me that he had lost xeveral mon in charging past the 
Ghurree and that ho had himeclf been struck, so we 
decided (the ground boing pertvctly impracticable for 
Cavalry) to withdraw our Regiments out of fire and 
surround the village, which we accordingly did and 
enclosed the Rebels in a net work of videttes. I threw 
out partes to support my videttor and after recon- 
noitring the ground I crossed tho Nullah with some 
difficulty, at a distance from the village and took up 
® position with my Regiment on. the rising ground 
to the Westward, which commanded the roads to 
Bamneo and Lonar. We there awaited the arrival of 
the Infantry and Guns, my main body being hidden 
from the Enemy bya slight rise in the ground. When 
the Artillery opened fire on the East face, I remarked 
that many of the Rebels came out of the Ghurree and 
concealed themaclves in tho Cantor Oil fields facing ine. 
Trent for a gun to drive them out of this, but none 
ould be spared just then, sol rode to within about 
400 yards with Lientenant Johnson and 20 men and 
began firing at the Rebels with the two Zumboorucks 
Thad with mo. On my doing this the Enemy returnod 
ay fire fom tho Castor Oilfield aud showed in con- 
siderable numbers, but one of them having been 
knocked over by a ball from our Zumbooruck they 
returned into the houses and Ghurree. Shortly after 
this some people were seen escaping to the Westward, 
and I sent a party to bring them in after the assault 
of the 8rd Infantry had been repulsed. I merely held 
my ground with my videttes throwing out additional 
parties as supports, | Towards the evening, Brigadier 
il eame neroes tho ‘Nullah and’ recontoitred the 
ground towards the South, where Captain Clog- 
stoun had his Pickets, There being a Nullah here 
Icading from the fort to the hills towards Burt, it 
appeared that the Rebels would attempt to cut their 
way out cithcr in that direction or towards Bamnee, 
the ground being hilly, rocky and much cut up by 
deep ravinos on those sides. “Brigadier Hill instruc- 
ted mo to withdraw my Regiment ‘towards dusk, and 
throw back my videttes, (ro as to deceive the Rebels 
with the idea that wo had left, theso positions com- 
paratively unguarded) after which when the moon 

















rore Twas to take up a ponition "with im 
teres to cut off the tetrent of the Berge oe es 
pooteel geste, which I had received information. 
from one my prisoner it was their intention to 
during the night. In obedience to these onde 
1 took my Regiment off to the Northward, and 
watered the horses (food we had none for wither 
thom or tho men owing to our 8G miles’ march) 
About 8». x4. T personally rolieved all the viderte, 
whom I found very much on the alert, and I allowed 
them aa well an their upporte-40.4h¢ uiabor or re 
men to proceed to Camp, ae they had been on thay 
duty allcday. ‘They wore 40 rest and. aleo uford pro 
tection to the Camp. About 9 P. M., wo seized sone 
Rebels escaping from the Ghurreo, and they informed. 
us that tho Enemy was preparing to tnovo out. I 
fent information instantly’ 40. Captain Clogstoun and: 
Brigadier Hill but before either of the messengers had 
gous far ‘wo heard shots in the. direction of Captain 
Glogstoun’s: Pickets, so T eauved the men to fall’ at 
once and proceeded as well ux we could at a gallop 
towards the scene of action. We met with many ob. 
stacles from the nature of the ground, it “ing 
impossible in the dim moonlight to see the Nullahs 
and water-courses intersecting the plain at the foot 
of the hills. I reached the foot of the hills just as the 
Rehela wore. qacending them. ‘These hilla are 

as it would be unpleasant to ride over in di 
Covered with rocks and loose stones with high 
and thick bushes, which gave the Rebels. an immense 
ailvantago overthe Cavalry, as 8 charge ina compact 
body was imporitle to” hoesemen. I saw bythe 
ashes of the gune that the Bnemy was making to the 
South Westward ; so ascended the ‘Hills to tho left 
snd pushing aeross the flat space at the top, found 
ysuif between the great ravine to. my left and. tho 
‘holo mass of the’ Enomy. ‘To give au ides of the 
nature of the ground, I may mention that tok 
I started with 90 men, only about 20 of these with the 
‘Adjutant could keop up with me, when I serambled 
up the side of the hill. At this time Captain Cl 
stoun with his mon was attacking the Rebels fiercel 
in the ror and. diving them forwards up the ite of 
the hill on to the plateau, notwithstanding " 
advantage they hed im the naturo of the ground and 
their very superior nimbers, Soving the largo aes 
of the Enemy, numbering as has since Deen seoertained 








more thun 400 on my right, I ordered a charge acrost 
their front and galloped om, When I bad gone abou 
200 yards I found myself alone in front of the Heemy, 


tho was now botwoon me and my men, the only person 
with me being one man ® Waghirab pe ressil 
Khan. The Enomy on secing us commenced 
tromendous fire and I. could lao seo by the flashes 
of the guna that they-were resisting Captain Clogstoun 
with tho utmost determination, 2a thoy probably 
fancied that their rctreat was cut off to the ravine, 
I rode backwards and forwards for several minutes 
infront of the mass, hoping that my Regiment would 
hear my shouta, till at Inet ldar Major Ahmed 
Bux Khan with seven of his men who had. been in 
search of me, came up and joined me. He then ex- 
plained how it happened that I was unsupported at 
first. When I galloped across the Enemy's front, 
instantly disappeared from the sight of Lieutenant 
Johngon snd the rest of the men, only Wassil Khan 
who happened to be next soeing the direction 
Had taken, From this, some’ ides may be formed of 
the small degree of light there was. Lieutenant 
Johnson having thus lost sight of me, very ji 








turned to the right and fell upon the ‘sree 
with the Regiment, the Trogpers joining in as they 
best could through the vushes and-grass. Here 
Ressaldar Major Shah Mirza. Beg, charging. with his 
usual gallantry was, while in the ect k ome 
man, very seyerely wounded by a swotd 

Rohill. ‘Trooper Suaik Pukrocdoon was eso out dows 
while spoaring'a Hebel, and numbers of sho latter fll 
under the swords and spears of :the whom 
Thad not allowed to load their Carbines. this 
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‘was going on Ahmed Bux Khan who had turned to 
fhe left in acarch of me, heard my shouts and joined 
ne as above stated. I formed up his seven men and ax 
the Bnemy passed ina dark mass with shouts of 
Awiance, keeping up a heavy fire and marching swiftly: 
Fut doggedly along, L could distinguish the forms of 












the men of the 2nd and 3rd Cavalry charging in upon

}and, While some continued firing with great steadiness 
‘ani as thy mass surged sulkily along, none asked for 
quarter amd not one got if. A few yards further in 
thud the survivors were safe, as they threw themselves 
down the sides of a precipitous ravine clothed with 
dense jungle, and here Captain Clogstoun and f recalled 
our men, fatigued with nearly 22 hours in the saddle, 
aut returned towards the G of Chighauba, 
We sent our men to the encampment. and taking with 
us 30 men eof the ard Cara + proceeded 10 the 
Ghurree for the purpose of searching it and removing 
the deal bodies of the Troopers and men killed in 
tie maroiug’a \fght, ‘TH Wehug. socom liebe wi 
returned to Camp. It is now my pleasing duty to 
Wing to the notiey of the Brigudier the’ splundid 
viour of my Officers and men, when the light waa 
raging most. 1 was proud to seo the desperate 
peronal encounters that took place ; and the xp 
and sword wounds on the bodies of the slain sufl 
ently proved the fury with whieh our gallant. ‘Troopers 
fought, and that they had met no despicable antago- 
nists. Our general los though rather heavy’ is 
comparatively small, which I partially attribute to 
the darkuess which prevented the Enemy from aiming 
accurately, even though at such close quarters. The 
execution done in our charges must also have shaken 
their steadiness, still our loss is nothing to what 
might have been expected in such ground and under 
such disadvantages, as my total strength when I 
started was but 90 men, ‘and the Enemy (we have 
ascertained from the prisoners) uumibered 100 Alligha 
100 Arabs and from 200 ty 300 Dekh Lien 
nant Johnson with the body of the Jey 
buted much to our success, and J cannot speak in too 
high terms of the few brave men with me, who chary- 
eW against such disproportionate odds.
